THE NOT-SENSIBLES 


The No-t-Sensibles first started 
playing in September 1978? a 11 ' 1 started 
gigging shortly afterwards. They played 
their first gigs in local working mens 
clubs around Burnley. On the night of 
their first gig they managed to get 
evicted off the stage and were chucked 
cat, when they asked the reason why the 
owner said that they were too noisy and 
were disrupting the bingo sessions. 

They then started gigging around 
Manchester and have played at the Band, 
on the wall quite a few times now, and 
"have supported bands like ' he Spherical 


Objects' etc. 

When they first started off, they 
were just a f*ur piece band and Gary 
(their bassist) joined in mid 79• 

Death to Dis£©, their first single 
was recorded in December 1978 and was re 
leased on 'Bent Records' abaut March 
1979. Their follow up to this was the 
•Id classic 'I'm in love with Margaret 
Thatcher’ which was released *n 'Red 
Ball Recards ’ in October 1979 , and was 
later released an , »>r**tty Snail Recards 
Their album was th« Bext thing in line 
and was released by ’Bent Records' about 
mid June 1980. Titled ’Instant Classic 
it has sold out of the original pressing 
and ias just recently been re-released 
by 'Snotty Snail', along with their 
latest single 'I thought you were dead . 

The band consist of; Haggis, on 
vocals, Sage on guitar, Rodge on key¬ 
boards, Gary on bass, and Floppy on 
drums.

The o 
only ihing that was wrong with the 
band is that they lacked power and 
a certain punch, all of their songs 
tended to sound the same, they need 
a bit of lift to their songs, some- 
j-uivji?- p/. make them stand out more, 
because as "they stand now they tend 
to get repetitive and rather boring. 

Next/,were 'The Magnetos' wh®, 
fvom the start of their set to the 
end, had power,punch,and movement 
to their music, as well as their 
great stage presence, given to us 
mainly by Make the singe^. They 
started their set off with a song 
which was unfamiliar to me called 
•Misfit'Followed immediately by 
'Waste My Life 1 ,A great start to 
their set, I thought, but, better 
was "to follow as they played their 
way into 'C-ettaway'and which was 
again immediately followed up by 
'Firs' By Me' ,both of which i had 
heard before, and which sounded, 
better live than recorded,Give it to 
me, Mr. Fashion and Average Job 
were the next 3 numbers in their set 
foliowed by Wonderland, and No Jay. 
They completed their set with On the 
Town, a superb set, great music, and 
lots of life. What more need i say. 




FUTURAMA. 

LEEDS QUEENS HALL. 

13th and 14 th September 1980. 

I arrived in Leeds at about 12.30 
and immediately made my way to the 
Queens hall. 

The queue was immense,it was about 
4-5 people wide and stretched right 
down the road for several hundred yards. 
The poseurs were out in force today and 
were spottable a mile off, with fcneir 
freshly hand painted jackets and their 
newly food coloured hair which was dri¬ 
pping down their faces as they sweat. 

As we slowly edged our way down the road 
the pigs came into view and were watch¬ 
ing menacsingly over the punks as they 
slowly filtered their way through the 
doors only a, couple of hundred yards be¬ 
fore us.At one time> their nice clean 
ranks were broken when a load of Leeds 
United fans passed down the other side 
of the road and they immediately rushed 
over to keep them there c One of their 
female species haul a grab thrown her 
way? but she evaded the blokes grab and 
smacked his wrist for being such a naug¬ 
hty boy? she then pushed him back into 
the crowd of football fans to a numer¬ 
ous charring and jeering and applause 
from both sides* 

II eventually waded ry way through 
the doors at about 2*45 and had missed 
quite a few of the first bands * who were 
f Eaten Alive By Insects %'‘Soft Cell, * 
and the distributers 7 ? and had arrived 
About halfway through the f Bckobobos 1 
set. 1 did hit recon much to them and so 
left the hall to get my fill of local 
Leeas a j. e © 

I eventually staggered back and 
crashed oul; on the floor (not feeling 
very well)* I woke up to a bloke called 
f Cryy Jaokeon ? some time later who was 
singing songs and playing an acoustic 
guitar to himself on stage. I hoidted 
myself up from the floor? and madw a 
quick exit to the loo (with just seconds 
to spare). I ended up a few minutes 
later again crashed out on the floor, 
and woke up some time later to ’Blah 
Blah Blah's 5 set.Wishing I’d stayed 
asleep i left the hall in utter dmsgust 
and went for a brisk walk around the 
block(whioh helped to clear my head a 
bit). I decided to go back into the hall 
and found myself listening to 5 Wasted 
Youths* singer shouting out? over and 
over again| ’I cant come, i cant come . 1 
The rest of their set and the following 
band, (U r 2 * * was spent in the cafe with 
a black coffee* trying riysget myself 


back to my normal state (whatever 
that is) so that i could remember t 
the great event of seeing my fare 
band of the moment, ’Echo & the Run— 
nynen. ’ I must admit with f Peely s that 
they were absolutely superb, playing 
most of their album and ether new 
tracks plus old unreleased tracks 
like ’Over the wall*®. They really 
surpassed themselves and gave a 
really good'show to a really good 
receptive audience 0 I thoroughly 
enjoyed Their set and, judging from 
the roar of the crowd for more many 
others did too. 

They were immediately followed 
by T The League Of Gentlemen 5 starri¬ 
ng Robert Fripp 021 guitar. Barry 
Andrews on organ, Johnny Too Bad on 
drams and Sarah Lee on bads* They did 
a really good set of all musical g 
songs? which lasted for about half an 
hour. Al though Robert Fripp. Tthe an¬ 
cient looking one) was perched upon 
a stool while playing the guitar thro 
ughout the whole set, while the only 
one who mo^ed about was Sarah lee, 
they were still good The re were quite 
a few of the links who could ! nt stand 
to listen to them and waited impatie¬ 
ntly by the other stage for ’Siouxsie 
and the banshees ? while a select few 
of us remained faithful with the band 
until the end of their set. 

Then, finally.$he band who most 
of the pinks had risen from their 
sleeping bags at the back of the hall 
foxy entered the stage. Siouxsie loo¬ 
ked really great in a white leather 
outfit consisting of ■‘tree length skirt 
and jacket v all with white frays hang¬ 
ing down* They did most of their album 
and otdier older tracks and singles? in 
their hour * and a quarter set. Occasi¬ 
onally Siouxsie would leave the f.ronjr 
of the stage and go on the synthesiz¬ 
er or guitar* She had a great stage 
presence, doing little leaps and 
swinging herself around the stage 
kneeling down at the edge of the stage 
and beconing to the crowd to come a 
little closer, hanging off the micro¬ 
phone stands etccThey eventually left 
the stage at about three in the morn¬ 
ing and as everybody was settling down 
to sleep the lights came on and rem¬ 
ained so for the rest of the night, 
preventing most of the people from 
sleeping.

passed and suddenly Brian was caught in 
a backfire of his awn bananas thrown 
back by the crowd, they did one last 
number and flew off backstage, then 
suddenly we heard a surge of cheers & 
shouts for more over the p*a» It was 
the cassette still playing, a few min¬ 
utes passed and Brian and his band came 
back on stage, Brian walked over to the 
microphone and said @ I dont knew what 
to say", they then played 'I’E walk a 
million miles' and left the stage. The 
cassette player then started playing 
•Buy my single, buy my album, be my 
friend and make me rich', over and over 
again* I dont know how most people took 
it, but i thought it was quite amusing 
and interesting and not a bad set. 

After Brian Brain i left for the 
cafe and heard the next band' iC iassix 
Nouveaux' start bo play, i immediately 
sensed a Bowie-Human League sound in 
their music. The music that they played 
was good and they went down well with 
the crowd, although their appearance 
was quite striking. The lead singer was 
wearing a type of gary human clone suit 
and had a shaved head, the bassist had 
a quiff about 8-9 inches long, and the 
guitarist and drummer were sort of nor- 
malish, they had about 45 minutes of a 
set and it was pretty obvious that they 
would get an encore. They played their 
single and the lead singer appeared on 
stage dm a sort of white tight,clinging 
bodjb stocking thing, they left the 
stage to a good applause and were foll¬ 
owed by 'Durutti Column',who iv'e heard 
before and did'nt think much of,so i 
left the hall for their set. 

These were followed by the 'Soft- 
boys, who i was really looking forward 
to seeing, but felt slightly let down 
by their appearance and even more let 
down by the music they were playing, I 


Was expecting something a little 
more livelier from the band, but 
did'nt get much out of them. Their 
set lasted for about twenty minutes 
and no encore was played. 

The following band 'Young 
marble giants'(who i have been want 
ing to see for ages) slipped into 
their first number. Many people 
didnt know who they were or what 
the 3 ^ were and therefore did'nt know 
what to expect. They are a three pi 
ece band, with a female vaaaliat, 
a male bassist, and guitarist/sy- 
fflz'a player. The$ are a slow and 
quiet band, but are very hypnotic 
and superb. After a few short numbe 
rs they had attracted quite a big 
crowd and were getting lots of 
reaction back from the enthusiasm 
that they were putting into their 
music. The female vocalist dresses 
very plainly on stage,(tonight she 
was wearing a long dress, jumper 
and ankle socks with normal shoes) 
her shoulder length hair was in two 
plaits. They left t&e stage after 
a half an hoursset and were prompt¬ 
ly called back for an encore, which 
they did gratifyingly» They are a 
superb band, well worth going to 
see. 

A lot of rumours and praises 
had been going on all day for the 
next band, the 4 be 2s, with John 
Lydons brother Jimmy Ljnlon on voc¬ 
als. Rumours had been going round 
thatJohn was meant to be appearing 
and that he was going to dm all of 
the early pistols songs (which i 
thought was a load of crap, cos Joh 
n is trying to destroy all that he 
once stood for and does'nt want any 
thing to do with it any more). Time 
soon proved me right. 

They eame on stage and one of 
the band explained that the reason 
that the, bands records had'nt been 
played on the radio was because the 
ir name 4 be 2 is the London rhym¬ 
ing slang for Jew, and they were t- 
hought to be an anti-jewish band. 

To prove that they were'nt they had 
brought along a Jewish friend of 
theirs, who wanted to express his 
feelings about the band. He said? 
"The 4be2s arn'et anti-jewish. i 
should know, cos they're my friends 
and the 4be2s are my future."( a 
load of crap, i thought) 

Anyway they started playing

His great followers immediately 
dived up onto the stage to see where 
the missiles had come from, and one oi 
them started shouting his mouth off _ 
about his tattoos and started pointing 
at the missile hurlers, shouting out; 
"we're not cowards we've got tattoos o 
prove it". Then from behind the stage 
about JO of Jimmys mob hurled themselv¬ 
es into the audience and tried to find 
the beer can hurlers.Jimmy lydon then 
started to try and crack some joked 
like; 'I thought punks were wild furry 
animals with stripes down their backs' 
and other such bullshit,At the end of 
their set Jimmy started murmenng about 
Gary Glitter and his mother and started 
playing 'I'm the leader of the gang 
then they left. 

Hooray, i thought, now we can have 
a decent band on, but, the bands faith¬ 
ful following had to have an encore,so 
Jimmy decided to go back on stage and. 
play two more songs, one of them being 
'ns feelings', where he tried to make 
himself look like his brother John, and 
he wore a beret a pair of thin dark 
glasses and tried singing like Johnny 
too, I found this quite amusing and 
had to laugh a$ him, they eventually 
left the stage for the last time and 

were followed by, T =« 

Hazel 0 Connor & Megahype. I saw 
these on top of the pops (cringe) a 
few weeks back and was really look ^f 
forward to seeing them live, they did 
nt let me down either. They came on 
stage and immediately broke into a song 
from the album. The band consist of; 
Hazel, on vocals, bassist, guitaris^, 
drummer, keyboardist, and sax player 
(STSks like sting) .Halfway 
the first song, some piss artist deoidel 
to throw a can at Hazel, which .n-- 
missed her by a couple of inches rand a 
nrjrk dodge, she answered iv W-a ^ 
1 . 0 k flash of a smile and a mij./ 
sign. At the end of the song she ^promp¬ 
tly asked who the phantom can 
was, (my mate told me that he wao sian 
ding next to the person who threw it & 
his mate gobbed him for throwing it so 


he got what was coming to him.) 
fjysy then started working their 
way throxigh the album, all the 
time Hazel showing herself to be 
a really good frontsman (or woman) 
never staving still once and al¬ 
ways keeping herself busy.

PETE,There are too many rules, even if 
people dont agree with the rules they 
still comply with them, and theres too 
much enforced power,we want to expose 
the myths, e c g, school,church,etc.we 
want tc smash all the mythe,there’s a 
constant barrage cf things against us, 
and were trying to make an opposing 
par ly against xt. 

ED.» What does Anarchy really stand for?
